CONGRESSMAN, 
MAY BE OUSTED 


Obscene Matter in Rec- 
ord Stirs House. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.] — An organized movement, 
backed by nearly all influential leaders 
in the house, to oust Representative 
Thomas L. Blanton, “ the stormy petre! 
of Texas,” from congress was launched 
today.. 

When the house convened Majority 
Leader Frank W. Mondell of Wyoming 
offered a resolution declaring that Mr. 
Blanton had caused to be printed in 
the Congressional Record “ grossly in- 
decent and obscene language, un- 
worthy of a member of the house of 
representatives, contrary to the rules 
of the house, derogatory to its dignity, 
and in violation of its confidence.” 

The resolution concluded with the 
cGeclaration that Mr. Blanton, “by his 
conduct, has forfeited all his rights to 
sit as a representative in the Sixty- 
seventh congress and is ‘hereby ex- 
pelled and declared to be no @ ager a 
member of the house.” ° 

Await Blanton’s Return. 

Because Representative Blanton had 
gone to Wheeling, W. Va., to make a 
speech tonight before the Industrial 
Relations association. it was decided 
not to call the resolution up for con- 
sideration immediately, but it was 


tified by Sergeant-at-Arms Rodgers and 
that the resolution should be taken up 
Thursday for final determination. 

The material which prompted the 
resolution of expulsion was ordered 
stricken from the permanent record 
of congress by the house yesterday by 
a vote of 313 to 1. Mr. Blanton was 
the only member who voted in favor of 
retaining it in the record. 

The words objected to were not those 
of Mr. Blanton, but they were con- 
tained in a letter from an employé of 
the government printing office to 
George H. Carter, head of the govern- 
ment printing office, in which the for- 
mer related a conversation alleged to 
have taken place between himself and 
one of his superiors. 

Why Texan Used Letter. 

The letter was put in the record by 
Mr. Blanton as part of his fight against 
what he charges is the typographica] 
union’s effort to force out of ‘the goy- 
ernment printing office all nonunion 
employés and all who refuse to pay 
dues to the union.

MAY FOUGHT 
COURTS 


Law Will Not Hold, 
Attorneys Say. 


Expectation of medicinal beer in Illl- 
nois under the ruling of Seéretary Mel- 
Ion was revived last night when the 
opinion of a certain official authority 
that the Illinois search and seizure act 
is unconstitutional was supported in 
the views of a number of leading at- 
torneys. 

While these lawyers were expressing 
themselves on the unconstitutionality 
of the state's search and seizure act, 
F. Scott McBride, state suverintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League of Illinois, 
uttered a broadside against the relax- 
ing of prohibitory laws. 

“This whole question of prescribing 
beer,” said Mr. McBride, “ and the agi 
tation in behalf of it by the organized 
outldwed liquor traffic. makes clear 
the fact that it is not an honest effort 
to make beer and Wine as medicine, 
but it is an effort to bring back the 
whole liquer traffic,” 


Points for Medical Beer. 

These points are brought out strong- 
ly in the opinions of lawyers that the 
Illinois law is susceptible of being 
speedily broken in the courts: 

That a federal law in its applica- 
tion and interpretation ordinarily 
supersedes a state law. 

That the state search and seizure 
law is unconstitutional, or at least 
inapplicable, as far as deterring 

_ physicians from prescribing beer 
and wine, 

That the state dry law is uncon- 
stitutional in that it permits the 
prescribing of whisky in one sen- 
tence and tn the next prohibits the 
prescribing of beer and wine which 
is “a case of discrimination ” and 
enough to nulliff the entire act. 

The state law is termed by these 
legal authorities as farcical as if “a 
cotton growing state prohibited the 
prescribing of woolen underwear or 
a vegetarian legislature forbade 
the prescribing of meat or bouillon 
for a feeble patient.” 

That the state law in its drastic 
enforcement is not true to the iIn- 
tent of the legislators who intended 
to curb merely the sale of whisky, 
wine and beer and not prevent a 
sick person from obtaining the 
medicine his doctor regards as 
needful to regain health, 

Levy Mayer Scores Law. 

Attorney Levy Mayer after com- 
menting on the federal and state pro- 
hibition laws regarding prescriptions, 
said: 

“There is, therefore, here a direct 
conflict between the federal and state 
laws. Ordinarily, in case of conflict, 
the federal law prevails. Whether 
that rule will be applied in fhis in- 
stance must finally be decided by the 
United States-Supreme court. 

“There is, however, another prop- 
osition which is not easy of solution, 
and that is whether a legislature has 
the power to enact a law which pro- 
hibits a licensed physician from fol- 
lowing immemorial custom and prac- 
tice in prescribing what has always 
been considered a proper remedy in 
certain cases.” 

“Will Not Stand T 

Then, after likening this legislation 
to that prohibiting the “ prescribing 
of woolen underwear and meat or bou- 
illon,” he said: 

“TI don’t believe such legislation 
would stand the test\of an attack.” 

Attorney Colin C. H. Fyffe said he 
believed legislation of congress should 
and would supercede state legislation, 
and that the state law may. be de- 
clared invalid on any of the points 
named. 

“It's a very serious question wheth- 
er the legislature may prevent a phy- 
sician from prescribing what he deems 
necessary. The state law is too rigor- 
ous in its construction and too drastic 
in its enforcement.”

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Prosecution of the rail union 
leaders for conspiracy to paralyze the 
transportation system of the country 
was determined upon today at the legal 
council of war’ of Attorney General 
Daugherty and the five district attor- 
neys he called to Washington. 

In the event of the walkout actually 
materializing the heads of the brother- 
hoods and the 400 local chairmen 
named in the strike call will be arrest- 
ed on government warrants charging 
conspiracy. Other legal measures also 
will be adopted to prevent interference 
with transportation. ¢ 

If the railway labor board fails to 
avert the strike, President Harding will 
issue a proclamation denoting the pur: 
pose of the government to maintain 
transportation and giving warning of 
the consequences of prosecution which 
will be incurred by the strikers in defy- 
ing the government. 

Clyne Hurries to Chicago. 

“The trains will run,” emphatically 
asserted Mr. Daugherty following the 
conclusion of the conference. 

Charles F. Clyne, the United States 
attorney at Chicago, ieft hurriedly for 
home this afternoon, “under sealed 
orders,” as he expressed it. Mr. Clyne 
carried with him the instructions of 
the attorney general to be communi- 
cated to other district attorneys in the 
west, who will assemble at a confer- 
ence within the next few days at St. 
Louis or Kansas City. This conference 
will make a study of the grounds for 
legal action, after which the United 
States, attorneys will return to their 
districts, prepared to institute concur- 
rent prosecution of the strike leaders 
at the signal from Washington. 

While the attorney general is con- 
fident there will be no complete sus- 
pension of transportation in the event 
of a strike, he recognizes that there 
will be @ slowing down of food and fue! 


shipments. 


“Don’t Hoard Food.” 

With this situation in mind he ut- 
tered an appeal to households to re- 
frain from a buying orgy or hoarding, 
which would incite profiteering by re- 
tallers and send prices skyward. 

To Secretary of Commerce Hoover, 
who is organizing government agen- 
cies to keep the necessities of life mov- 
ing, Mr. Daugherty sent detailed re- 
ports on the food and fuel situation in 
every section of the country. These 
reports disclose that there are sup- 
plies of food and fuel in most commu- 
nities sufficient to last two weeks even 
if transpertation were completely sus- 
pended. 

Mr. Daugherty declined to discuss 
his plans for proceeding against the 
strike leaders. 

“It is sufficient to say at this time,” 
he said, “ that we are getting ready to 
act effectively if it should become 
necessary.” 

Believes T'ublic Opposes Strike. 

Asked who would be the defendants 
in any proceedings instituted by the 
government, Mr. Daugherty observed 
that the strike call contained the 
names of several hundred and the 
places at which they would be found. 
Pe It is one of the functions of gov- 
ernment to preserve transportation,” 
said the attorney general, “and that 
we are going to do to the utmost of 
our ability if it should become neces- 
sary. In performing that function of 
government I am confident we shall 
have the practically unanimous ap- 
proval of the country. 

Mr. Daugherty wished it to be un- 
derstood that he was not discussing the 
merits of the controversy leading up 
to the strike order. 

Plenty of Food for Two Weeks. 

A summary of the attorney general’s 
report to Mr. Hoover on the food and 
fuel situation shows that the depart- 
ment of justice, through its represen. 
tatives throughout the United States, 
has been gathering information as to 
the probable effect upon the various 
sections of the country of the threat- 
ened strike. 

“Enough information already hes 
been obtained to make it clear that if 
the strike should take place as threat- 
ened there is no danger that any part 
of the country will suffer serious hard- 
ship from lack of food or fuel for a 
period of at least two weeks after 
a general tieup,” the report says. 

“Ali parts of the country report an 
abundance of food supplies with the 
exception of fresh meats, for which 
most of the large communities depend 
upon frequent shipments from the 
packers in the middle west.”

ing for it at this time.” 

Working Rules Come First. 

It is the purpose of the board here- 
after, the statement reads, “that the 
submissions of carriers and employés 
on rules and working conditions shal! 
be completely disposed of as to any 
particular class of employés before a 
hearing is had on any question of 
wages affecting said class of employés 
on any carrier.” 

The attitude of the board in this mat- 
ter “must not be misunderstood,” it 
warns, as the board “is not affected 
by the threat of a strike. It had 
adopted several weeks ago the policy 
of making everything else secondary 
to the consideration of the contro- 
versies over rules and working condi- 
tions, but, with the ordinary number . 
of unavoidable digressions, and even 
with the greatest g@iligence, it will re- 
quire considerable time to complete the 
decision on rules.” 

This, it was interpreted, apparently 
means that even if petitions for fur- 
ther wage reductions are filed at once, 
considerable time will elapse before 
the petitions can even come to the 
point of being heard by the board. 


Executives to Persist. 

The Association of Railway Execu- 
tives, after an all day conference, 
which included a visit to the labor 
board’s offices, issued another state 
ment in which it reiterated its inten- 
tion of applying to the board for 
further reductions in wages in order 
that “they might further reduce 
rates.” 

The roads’ statement charges that 
the proposed strike is but a protest 
against the wage reductidh of July 1, 
and does not concern present issues. 

“ The issue is very clear,” they say. 
“If present wages are to be continued. 
rates cannot be reduced. If rates are 
to be reduced, ‘the present Wages can- 
not be paid. The railroads are power- 
less to take any other position.”

On Board President Harding's Spe- 
cial Train, Oct. 25.—On his way to 
Alabama, to speak tomorrow at the 
Birmingham semi-centennial, Presi- 
dent Harding today got his first real 
picture of the south since he became 


chief executive. 

Most of the day, as his train trav- 
eled southward from Washington, the 
President watched from the window of 
his car the passing panorama of ag- 
ricultural and industrial development 
and made many comments on the ac- 
complishments and needs of the south- 
ern states. At several places southern 
pro@ucts, including fruits and special- 
ly cured tobaccos, were presented to 
him as an earnest of the section’s hos- 
pitality. 

Some of the larger cities turned out 


and wherever stops were made both 
the President and Mrs. Harding shook 
hands with as many as could get near 
them. 


Train Makes Few Stops. 

The run was made on a fast sched- 
ule, however, and the train slipped

Receiver Seeks Real Cost 
of Subsidiary. 


Julius Moses, who, as attorney for 
‘the Central Trust company, receiver, is 
conducting the investigation into the 
effairs of the Cotperative Society of 
America, yesterday began a sweeping 
inquiry into subsidiary companies of 
the organization when he called C. W. 
Gillette, head of the Wisconsin Pea 


Canners’ association. It is possible 
that the records of more than a score 
of companies will be examined before 
the inquiry is completed. 

Mr. Gillette was asked to explain a 
discrepancy of approximately $200,000 
in connection with the sale of the can- 
ners’ association to the coéperative so- 
ciety. He testified that he had sold 
the association to Harrison Parker, 
head of the society, for $625,000. Of 
this amount he got, in various install- 
ments, $448,000, he said. 


Discrepancy of $165,000. 

The books of the codperative society, 
however, show that $613,801.24 has 
been paid on account.

An amendment by Senator Reed of 

Missouri, Democrat, adding the words 
“and each year thereafter” after a 
clause in the pending bill providing for 
the continuance of the excess - profits 
tax on income of the calendar year 
1921’ met defeat by 39 to 27. 
_ The Democrats voted solidly for the 
retention of the excess profits tax. 
Four Republicans, Senators Borah of 
Idaho, Kenyon of Iowa, La Follette of 
Wisconsin and Norbeck of South 
Dakota lined up with them. 


Reed Makes Another Effort. 

Following the defeat of this amend. 
ment, Senator Reed offered another 
providing for the retention of the ex- 
cess profits tax at reduced rates.. | 

Under this amendment, the first 
bracket of the excess profits tax provid- 
ing for a tax of 20 per cent would not 
apply, except on corporations with 
earnings of more than 15 per cent in- 
stead of above 8 per cent as at present. 
The second bracket providing for a tax 
of 40 per cent would apply on the ex- 
cess above earnings of 50 per cent in- 
stead of on the excess above earnings 
of 40 pér cent as at present. 

The senate held its first night session 
tonight in an effort to expedite action. 


Whether the plan for continuous ail 
‘day and all night sessions beginning to- 
morrow will be carried out was uncer- 


tain tonight. A movement was on foot 
for a unanimous consent agreement for 
the limitation of debate which will 
make the proposed all night sessions 
unnecessary. 

Action on the second Reed amend- 
ment was deferred until tomorrow, 
after an agreement was reached to end 
debate on the excess profits section and 
all amendments thereto at 4 o’clock to- 
morrow. afternoon.

We think they are potentially danger- 
ous to us at least in Hawaii. The contact of the 
two peoples at these points is not friendly. | 

In Hawaii the Japanese are in the way of gain- 
ing political control. In California their presence 
irritates Americans and Americans in turn make 
trouble by offending the Japanese. Pride of race 
enters and both peoples become indignant and belli- 
cose. 

If Japan chooses to remove America from Asia 
by taking the Philippines in war, just as she drove 
out the Russians and the Germans, it is inevitable 
that Americans must clean up the situation by de- 
porting the Japanese who are on American terri- 
tory. | 

If the two nations cannot live In the contact 
which they now are trying to maintain peacefully, 
then the connection must be broken in America 
and Hawaii as well as in Asia. If peace can follow 
only a settlement by force it should be a clean set- 
tlement and avoid further provocations such as 
now are being extended. 

War would require the concentration of all Jap- 
anese resident in American territory, all by race, 
not bybirth, and peace would require their de- 
portation. It could be done humanely and without 
mistreatment of the people thus disposed of. They 
would be given back to Japan and no Japanese 
permitted afterwards to become residents of the 
United States. 

This policy can be discussed now without dis- 
courteous intent because it reveals that an act of 
aggression by Japan against the United States 
would make necessary an act of retaliation which 
would remove a cause of friction. Such a policy 
now understood by Japan might be a deterrent. 
Deterrents are needed. 


FOOTBALL CHAMPIONS. 


Chicago university defeated Princeton at foot- 
pall, many people hereabouts in the corn states 
are delighted, and Mr. Stagg and his players are 
entitled to all the praise they get. Princeton, Yale, 
and Harvard have played football so much longer 
than the other schools of the country that tradi- 
tion has worked to give them the high caste of 
the game, and it is no longer theirs. 

Since the time when these three colleges played 
virtually all the first grade football, which, in fact, 
was long ago, the game has become a national 
collegiate game and not a sectional one. The 
west knows good football, and so does the Pacific 
coast and also the south. California proved that 
to the corn states last winter; Chicago’ has proved 
it to the east this fall. 

The game is awkwardly organized for champion- 
ships. Even the east cannot establish a regional 
championship except by paper work. It generally 


can be determined whether Harvard, Yale, or 


Princeton has the best team in that old rivalry, 
but without’ determining whether that team is 
better than Penn State, Pittsburgh, or some other 
strong team developed by another college. 

In this section the western conference gives a 
clear title within its scope, but that sometimes 
leaves Notre Dame out of consideration and this 
year may leave Oberlin out of consideration, that 
school having already taken the measure of Ohio 
State. 

Probably championships are unnecessary, but 
they are interesting. Sectional challenges and con- 


. tests are good for sport, but they ought to come 


after the sections have developed their actual or 
probable champions. It would have been more to 
the point if the winner of the western conference 
played the winner of the Princeton-Yale-Harvard 
trio—just as the winner of the conference played 
the class of the Pacific coast last season. 


THE KARLIST FIASCO. 


The Karlist attempt in Hungary has had even 
shorter shrift than the short-lived coup in Berlin. 


The climate in Europe just now is not good for | 


Hohenzollerns or Hapsburgs. Karl, at any rate, is 
not the man to rejuvenate monarchism, even in 
Hungary. He represents a damaged name, a declin- 


“ ing institution, and probably a depleted physical 


and moral constitution. It is said his wife is 
author of his ambitions and that would not be fatal. 
Men's fortunes have been made by their wives as 
well as marred, and Zita in happier circumstances 
might have been a Maria Theresa. 

The attempt has cost some lives. Some gallant 
men have died for the ideas represented by Karl 
and same of those represented by the regency. 
But that is a small item in the tremendous account 
of European affairs. The attempt was bound to 
come and the threat of it was worse than the 
event. Republicanism in Hungary and in Europe 
is fortified by its easy victory at the gates of Buda- 
pest, and the prestige of Karlism, whatever it was 
before, crdwis broken backed from an inglorious 
field. The Stuart family made some trouble for

England and even the sorry figure of the Young 
Pretender was a party rallying point for a genera- 
tion of British politics. 

But the political psychology of Europe has swept 
far into the domain of democracy since the day 
of Bonnie Prince Charlie. Doubtless the mon- 
archial idea has some vitality still, but it must be 
embodied in a prince of greater personal strength 
of will and better brain than any of the deteriorated 
dynasties are now likely to produce.

An 
emperor sawing wood is a reductio ad absurdum, 
but an emperor on the scaffold might lend a last 
glamour to the crown, If they give Karl a bucksaw 
or a hoe, monarchism in Hungary will not survive 
the indignity. 


THE SPORT IN LIFE. 


There is a whole sermon on sport and sports- 
manship in James Connolly's stories of the victory 
of the Nova Scotia fishing schooner Bluenose over 
the Gloucester fisherman Elsie, off Halifax. It 
is no tale of a sport of kings, of the clash of pro- 
fessional sportsmen, or the engagement of a pro- 
fessional leisure class calling themselves ama- 
teurs, but a battle of rugged, courageous, efficient 


the means of their livelihood. 
Such contests as are run off by these fishermen, 


any known, differentiate between work and labor, 
and surround the former with a romance and 
glamour which almost succeed in making it play 
and upsetting the rule that work is the law of life. 
It makes their work enjoyable, and it also makes 
better fishermen. So in the old days drilling con- 
tests were the chief sporting events of Fourth of 
July celebrations in western mining towns. Even 
yet roping and bronco busting are the popular 
sports of the cowboys. Such contests not only 
apply life to sport but sport to life. The race of 
the fishermen, fought out with all the skill and 
daring of the best manhood of the two communi- 
ties, thus becomes an inspiration. It not only 
reaches the height. of true sportsmanship but 
translates such sportsmanship into the daily life 
ot those who engage in it. 

That is the highest possible value of. sport and 
sportsmanship—the development of a spirit of fair 
play, loyalty, gameness, and clean living along 
with sound bodies and clear minds. Tennis, golf, 
football, and baseball may do the same thing, al- 
though they are games in the strictest sense. It 
is more difficult, though by no means impossible, 
to translate the lessons learned in such contests 
into our workaday life. The deep sea fishermen 
simply apply their workaday practices to their 
sport and reap the full value of sportsmanship. 

Of course, it is impossible for any appreciable 
number of us to engage in blue water racing, but 
{t is not impossible for us to read and be thrilled 
by the stories of those who do, and to get out of 
such tales some of the good that the contestants 
get. In that way the value of the races is free 
to the world. Every man can profit from the prin- 
ciples revealed—in his inner consciousness if not 
in pocket. We might eventually even make life 
a little more sporting, and not quite so cold and 
hard as an utter absence of sportsmanship in 
ordinary relations makes it for many persons. 


ABOLISHING OUR NAVAL 
RESERVE. 

The reduction of the regular personnel of the 
army and navy which a passion for economy and 
the undying optimism of congress have brought 
about is justified on the theory that we depend 
for defense upon “a citizenry trained and accus- 
tomed to arms,” as Mr. Wilson put it. 

It is interesting to compare this comfortable 
theory with our practice. For example, there is 
the recent order of the navy department to disen- 
roll all members of the naval reserve force except 
classes 1 and 6. ° : 

This means that the naval reserve, so far as it 
fs a paid civilian force, goes out of existence. 
Class 1 consists of ex-regulars, about 6,000 in num- 


for duty on combatant ships, who under the law 
were paid the equivalent of two months’ pay if 
they qualified by taking a prescribed course of 
training, are invited to enroll in the volunteer re- 
serve, s@ns pay. Class 5, aviation, and class 3, 
merchant marine, also go by the board. 
This order is not the navy department’s respon- 


these classes. : 

The gist of the situation is this: Congress, while 
adopting the theory that our defense shall consist 
of a citizenry trained and accustomed to arms, 
proposes to rely upon a sufficient number of the 
citizenry making personal sacrffice to fit them- 
selves for military or naval efficiency, while the 
fest of the citizenry do nothing. 

That is an old story, but the expectation has 
never been fulfilled. Even before the latest 
demonstration of its faflure in the great war, the 
weakness of this policy was sufficiently realized 
to bring about a proposal for compensating the 
national guardemen for their service. The justice 
and expediency of compensation for men who 
are taking upon themselves a duty belonging to all 
was beginning to be recognized, and a bill to’ pro- 
vide for it had good prospects of passage. But 
now it seems, in spite of fresh experience and the 
disturbed condition of the world, congress has 
turned its back on common sense and common 
justice and refused to provide for a naval reserve 
moderately paid. . 

There ought to be a national protest against 
this dangerous folly. If we are to have a citizenry 
prepared for defense, which is the only alternative

TREATING HEART DISEASE. 
CCORDING to the census office 
reports, heart disease is now the 

| chief of the army of death. Dr. 

N. C, Gilbert informs me that the 
average length of disability of a man 
with heart disease is longer than that 
of a man with consumption. Therefore, 
he argues heart disease is more impor- 
tant than consumption and those com- 
munities which have shown their ability 

, to bring consumption under control 

Should plan to accomplish the same end 

with heart disease. 

The man with heart disease can be 
trained to take care of himself in such 

& way that he not only can live out his 


ducing member of society, taking care of 
his family and paying his way as he 
goes. To do this he must learn to take 
proper care of himself, to guard against 
infections, to do all the work that is good 
for him and no more, and, if he needs to 
take digitalis, to leasn how to take it. 

In recent years we have learned that 
the way to take digitalis is to determine 
the daily dose required to keep up a cer- 
tain strength in the blood and to take 
this dose. To fix the dose requires care- 
ful study. Another fact learned in recent 
years is that breaks in conipensation in 
heart disease are due to infections, and 
are not often due to overexertion, physi- 
cal strains, nervous worry, or 
excitement. 

The man with heart disease must learn 
how to care for himself and, having 
learned his law, he must live it. No part 
of the law is more important than that 
relating to exercising. By experiment 
and trial he must learn what Ke can 
stand and, having fixed his limits, he 
must stay within them. 

When compensation is broken and the 
feet are swollen and the heart is pound- 
ing, he must stay in bed. But as soon as 
the stage is well passed he must exercise 
to build up his general muscle tone. If 
he overexerts, his pulse will become 
rapid, the color of the face and lips 
will show that the heart is in trouble, 
there will be a feeling of distress or 
even pain in the region of the heart, the 
breathing is labored or there may be 
faintness or dizziness. If these symp- 
toms come on, he must stop, be quiet, 
and breathe deeply until the discomfort 
has passed. 

To build up his muscle tone he can 
climb stairs, use dumbbells, skip rope, 
and hop. One exercise described by Dr. 
P. B. Barrenger is to swing light dumb- 
bells, starting with them low down, 
carrying them over the head, and around. 
A milder exercise is walking. A heart 
case should not talk while walking nor 
walk against a strong wind. 

Dr. Barrenger recommends that obese 
persons with heart disease reduce their 
weight. He thinks this is very impor- 
tant. And his opinion is entitled to great 
weight, since he has worked for better- 
ment of heart cases through training in 
how to live for years.

SLEEP FOR CHILDREN. 


M. E. 8. writes: “May the advice you . 
have recently published in your column 


concerning sleep for children be con- 
tinued, in the hope that some who are in 
daily contact with large numbers of chil- 
dren may know how much stich advice 
is needed. Great stress has been placed 
on the detrimental effects of insufficient 
nourishment on the growing child. Well 
and good, but we wonder sometimes if, 
when the facts were recorded as to the 
hours of sleep permitted large numbers 
of children, the stress along this line 
would not be even greater for welfare 
work. As a public school teacher of 


over thirty years’ experience I have}. 


found that many children in each year’s 
collection are up until 9 or 10 o'clock 
at night, with a frequent party thrown 
in. Then their elders have them out 
until 1 or 2 in the morning. These chil- 
dren usua}ly are pale or undergrown. 
They often are well grown, rather florid 
faced, look in perfect health, but their 
low vitality is evident in their chronic 
exhaustion,.their lack of ability to en- 
dure any rapid exercise, their lack of 
concentration, a certain kind of low 
nerve force, which an experienced teach- 
er can goon differentiate from the in- 
efficiency due simply to bad training or 
lack of training.”

Martha, Martha, thou hast troubled 
thyself about many things. 

Old women trying to qualify as 
“young and strong”; untrained girls 
insisting they are as good as the “ ex- 
perienced ”; nurses asking for a chance 
to fry eggs; clerical workers willing to 
wash dishes, and young women, driven 
desperate by lack of work, threatening 
suicide—these are a few of the prob- 
lems presented yesterday at the wom- 
en’s department of the department of 
labor free employment office, 116 North 
Dearborn street. 

With a daily average of 300 women 
applicants for jobs, October shows a 


greater unemployment crisis for wom- 
en than September or August. 

“T’ll do any kind of work,” is the 
attitude of most of the women, although 
a few, mostly in the domestic class, 
are holding out for wartime wages.

Rumor that Chicago is solving the 
unemployment problem is bringing 
into the city great numbers of women 
and girls from the middle west and

Hotels, ac- 
cording to the tables, have reduced 
wages from $65 a month, with room 
and board, to $60. Many of the newer 
hotels do not furnish room and board 
and pay a correspondingly higher 
wage. 

More and more are the trained wom- 
en, capable of specialized, high salaried 
work, coming to the bureau. é

Reads Letter of Cleveland. 


The first was part of a letter writ- 
ten by Chester E. Cleveland Sr., special 
attorney for the city administration, 
which printed in the council pro- 
ceedin of June 23 last. In that 
Cleveland says that the commission 
cannot “reduce fares arbitrarily.” 

“Every intelligent person at all fa- 
miliar with the law knows that this 
cannot be done and that an order so 
entered would amount to nothing,” 
reads the letter. | 

Then he goes on to shéw how it 
should be done, as follows: 

“The effectual way of applying for 
a reduction in rates is by making 
proper applications to the new Illinois 
commerce commission, compelling the 
companies, respectively, to answer the 
applications, and then showing by evi-

GARDEN | 

GROWING NARCISSUS IN — 
PEBBLES. AND WATER. 


Hvery apartment dweller in Chi- 
cago could have windows lined with 
blossoms by Christmas if they will 
start a few narcissus bulbs to grow- 
ing by the end of this month. A few 
bulbs, and jardinieres or saucers, with 
a handful of pebbles in each one of 
them, is all that is needed. ‘ 

To start narcissus in the window 
garden use only shallow jardinierea 
Cover the bottom of the vessel with ea 
layer of pebbles to hold the bulbs. 

Place the pebbles on the botton of 
the jardiniere and work the bulbs down 
among the pebbles. Keep the root end 
of the bulbs down. Then cover the peb- 
bles with enough water to submerge 
the roots and growth will soon start. 


moisture is detrimental to the bulbs. ~ 
Immediately after the first watering 
set the jardinier with the bulbs in a 
dark place and keep them there for 
about ten days or two weeks or until 
the roots have had time to make a 
good start. Water the bulbs regularly. 
Small amounts of water poured into the 
at every other day is about the best 
plan. 

A cellar is an ideal place to start the 
bulbs. but they do well in a dark cloget ’ 
if % is well ventilated ‘and not allowed 
to get too warm. At the end of two 
weeks remove the bulbs from the 
closet and keep them in a light room. 
The average living room furnishes 
good conditions for the narcissus, if a 
pan of water is kept on the radiator to 
keep the air from becoming too dry 
When windows are raised at night tne 
bulbs should be moved to another 
room where the temperature will not
